Apart from your copy of IMAGE (or 
however many the old computer sent 
you) and apart from every other member 
and club member's copy, sixteen and a 
half THOUSAND copies of IMAGE are 

now in circulation! 


Now, for the first time, we the PSSA, 
you the member and photographer and 
your clubs are broadside on to the 
public. Accepted by the Government 
as an art form through the negotia- 
tions of PSSA, photography and more 
particularly organised amateur 
photography through IMAGE has now 
truly arrived. 


We should think about this seriously, 
for in the long term this is going 

to affect us all. Let us assume 
that each of those ‘extra' copies is 
only read by one person, Let us 
further assume that it prompts a mere 
15% to think about improving their 
photography or learning more about it 
by joining a club or society. We 
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are then talking of 2 475 NEW 


photographers. Potential honours 
winners, Club Chairmen, PSSA 
Directors? 


That is what I mean when I say think 
seriously. Are you ready to accept 
this possible new challenge? If 

you have been resting on them lightly 
are your laurels likely to be ruffled 
by this new wave of enthusiasm? 

(This is not mere hypothesis by the 
way, already a tide is building). 


There are two things you can do 

about it and you would be well 

advised to choose one now. You can 
barricade yourself in your little 
photographic niché and genteelly 
ignore the upstart influx. By 
ignoring it, it might go away and with 
a hell of a lot of luck your photo- 
graphic standing will remain 
unchallenged. It won't remain 
untarnished though, for by adopting 
this attitude you will be stagnating 
your own image and perhaps in the 

long term helping to destroy organised 
amateur photography. 


The alternative is to accept the 
challenge like the man - or woman 

if Libbers insist - you profess to be. 
Take the new ones under your wing and 
help them every way you know how. 
Encourage them in their hobby and 
prove to them that their trust in 
turning to you as a knowledgable 
photographer was well founded. 


Of course as far as maintaining 

your own position in the club or 
photography is concerned this means 
you're going to have to work, doesn't 
it? It means support of your club, 
the Society, photography, YOURSELF has 
now got to become really active. 

If you do not want to be overtaken, 

it means raising your own standards 
and overall level of ACTIVITY. 


In spite of that little box in the 
corner that every club magazine seems 
to mention, (and let's face it the 
latest ‘thriller' contribution gives 
the impression of having dredged some 
of the out-of-works from the least 
talented amateur dramatic society in 
the Karoo) photography is poised at 
the start of a growth curve hitherto 
unknown in this country. It will 
sort the men from the boys to see 
how far YOU are going. 


There it is. Will you accept the 
challenge? Will you increase your 
active support? Do you agree that 

an apathetic reaction won't help you 
this time? We look forward to seeing 
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your name on honours lists, club 
activities, Salon winners, in fact 
we expect to hear a lot more from 
YOU. - Ed.

So much for a report on the Division's 
situation. Now allow me to analyse 
this surprising turn of events with the 
advent of the 'Under New Management! 
sign outside the Division's door. 
Firstly, there are a number of our 
members who use the coveted letters 
behind their names of the Associates and 
Fellows of our Society. TWO of you 
have replied to my requests for details 
and assistance. People have said to 
me and I quote: "With so many exalted 
and highly dedicated Associates and 
Fellows in prints in the Society you 
will have it going in no time at all - 
look at all the judges and experienced 
people there are around!* 
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Well where are you?? i know you are 
there, because I checked up. You still 
pay your subs, you still submit pictures 
to Salons. How about giving something in 
return for your honours by offering to 
assist new struggling members towards 
achieving their own honours through the 
Society? You are the elite of Print 
Photography circles in the country and 
without your support this division will 
never be the Senior Service of PSSA. 

I would have expected you of all members 
to have extolled the virtues of 
belonging to the Print Division to all 
the members of your various Clubs, to 
have really got out there and canvassed 
for the Division now that it is really 
trying to do something for the print 
worker. Or does your silence mean 
that as a group, the Honours holders 

do not want a Print Division and that 
the aristocracy of print work does not 
wish to concern themselves with the

concerning the assistance required to 
run the Print Division, did all you 
Chairmen of Clubs who received it read 
it out to your members or put it in your 
Bulletins? If you did, did you take it 
any further or was the letter filed in 
the waste-paper basket? 


I find it hard to believe that with all 
the clubs that exist on the Reef (and if 
all of them heard the letter) that NOT 
ONE person has come forward! 


Now that I have said my piece, I expect 
there will be a tumult of cries of 
"insulting", "who is this upstart 
anyway", Shame on you to talk to members 
like that", “rubbish", "I am already 

up to my ears, what do you expect", 

"Mr President I am an old member and 
will not be treated to this kind of 
rebuke", "Kindly fire him instantly 

on pain of my resignation"! 


Well, I told you that I was egotistical, 
strong-headed etc., but the fact remains 
that no one man can make a division, no 
one man can achieve the results of a 
dedicated body of saints. I am of the 
opinion that people who run the various 
bodies of the Society have every right to 
expect assistance of those who have 
benefitted from its existence whether it 
be Honours holding or censorship 
exemption, whether the assistance takes 
the form of passive moral support or 
active membership of working committees.

REPORT OF THE HONOURS AND AWARDS 
COMMITTEE — 1976 FINAL 


There has been one change in the 
constitution of the Committee since 
1973, Dr Ray Viljoen FRPS APS(SA) 
replacing Mr Mike Warner after his 
departure for Pretoria.

Mention must be made of the invaluable 
contribution to the work of the Honours 
and Awards Committee by its Secretary/ 
Treasurer, Miss May Sim. 


Since 1973 a complete card index record 
has been compiled and kept of all 
Honours Holders of PSSA, including all 
relevant data. It is important that 
these records be maintained by the 
incoming Committee. 


MATTERS DEALT WITH FROM 1974 - 1976 
(apart from normal routine) 


1 Credit System 


This system has been well received but 
the Committee felt that some limitation 
should be placed on the number of 
applications. It was therefore decided 
to limit the submissions to an original 
and three subsequent applications, to be 
completed within a period of eighteen 
months from date of first application. 
Under the present system of two judging 
sessions per annum, this allows the 
applicant a possible four consecutive 
submissions. 
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2 Translation of the application form 


into Afrikaans 


It is a matter for considerable re- 
gret that, notwithstanding arrange- 
ments made and promises given, the 
Afrikaans issue of the application 
form has not materialised. We firmly 
believe that this must be done, but 
the costs of engaging a professional 
translator would exceed the funds 

of the Committee. 

3 Mixed Panel 


Prints) Section K 


This section was introduced in 1975 

in response to many requests from 

PSSA members. The matter was 
eventually referred to the members 

of the Board who voted in favour of 
the introduction ~ by majority vote. 
However, since its introduction, not 

a single application has been received. 


4 F.I.A.P. 


The matter of membership of F.I.A.P. 
has been discussed on numerous 
occasions, but since F.1I.A.P. does 
not recognise PSSA Honours and 
furthermore PSSA Honours must not 

be aligned with F.I.A.P., the matter 
was subsequently referred to the 
President, to whom all details and 
correspondence were sent. 


5 Audio-Visual 


An important contribution to slide 
presentation has been made by new 
techniques of presentation. The 
Honours and Awards Committee 
approached the problem of judging 
such applications with considerable 
caution, especially since 


(a) specialised equipment was involved 


and 
(b) the applicant would, of necessity, 
be present. 


The present arrangement to judge such 
applications during the Congress 
period is both highly inconvenient 
and ultimately may prove quite 
impossible, since it is envisaged 
that applications of this nature will 
increase. It is therefore suggested 
that the incoming Committee give this 
Matter its urgent attention. 


6 Publication of names of Judges 


This matter has received numerous 
comments, emanating, by and large, 
from critics who are not in possess- 
ion of the facts and who seemingly 


find it convenient to ignore the 
basic requirements. It must be made 
clear that the Honours and Awards 
Committee are not aware of the 
content of the applications until 
they have been been received, 
usually just prior to the deadline. 
It is clear, therefore, that to 
ensure an appropriate judging group, 
for example, five judges, a panel of 
competent judges - considerably 

more than five - must be arranged, 
from whom the final selection can be 
made. For example, Nature by 
Nature Photographers, Pictorial by 
Pictorialists. By the very nature 
of things this is an unknown factor 
until the entries have closed, by 
which time the names of the judges 
must have appeared in print! 

It must also be made known to the 
members of the incoming Committee 
that they need not be unduly 
surprised if all the nominated 
judges do not reply to the 
invitation - regrettable as this 

may seem. 


HONOURS - SENIORITY OF: 


The honours of PSSA should be 
clearly defined and agreed to by 
the Board of Directors - the 

higher Honour appearing first. 

In view of the fact that the 
conferring of Honorary PSSA has 
been discontinued, it is suggested 
that the Board's decision should 

be regarded as confidential PRO TEM.

The "President's Award" is presently 
given at the discretion of the 
President.

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PRESIDENT S 


REPORT 
1976 


Once again this has been a year of real progress for PSSA. It has not been a 
year without setbacks and unattained targets, but nonetheless, in the language 
of my profession, the credits exceed the debits. 


We were off to a slow start this year with very little happening for the first 
three months. Then things started moving rapidly. Rudi Erasmus was elected 

to the position of Chairman of the Executive. In this capacity, he has 
literally travelled thousands of miles from his centre, Vanderbijlpark, as far 
North as Pietersburg and down South to Bloemfontein. Only those connected with 
the Executive will have the slightest idea of how much Rudi has contributed to 
PSSA. As Chairman he has proved a very able leader. Apove this, he has 
recently formed the new Slide-Tape Division and as Regional Representatives 
Director has put out a tremendous amount of work. 


Talking of great happenings, we must congratulate Cape Town on the opening of 
their own premises. This achievement is unique in both stature and prestige 
in South Africa. Whilst most clubs are struggling, Cape Town seems to have 
flourished. Television is alleged to have hit attendance and activity at most 
of the clubs and sad to relate has caused the demise of several. This we

Inflation. 


The Directors have been active and though some have been frustrated by the 
distance from most of the action, they have been able to and in fact have kept 
a watchful and supervisory eye on PSSA activities. 


I should like to mention briefly some of the Divisions and their Chairmen. 
Forgive me if I do not mention by name all the enthusiasts who have given so 
much of their time to PSSA and photography, I trust they will realise and accept 
that what they have done is greatly appreciated by us all. 


Foremost to mind is Dick Whittington-Jones. Dick and his Honours and Awards 
Committee (ably assisted by May Sim) has brought prestige and excitement to 
PSSA. He has run this Division with distinction for more years than he 
wishes to count and it is with sadness that we have to record that this has 
been his last year as Chairman. 


Andre du Toit was a fortunate finding for the Motion Picture Division when he 
was chosen to chair the section, for he has brought an indefatigable enthusiasm 
and a host of ideas with him.
